Dear Editor: 

The Supreme Court has 
Just struck another blow, 
and this one has as its core 
the bridge building between 
the United States and Com¬ 
munist Russia. 

It has come to our atten¬ 
tion' that, throughout the 
country, there are many in¬ 
dividuals employed in de¬ 
fense plants who do not ac¬ 
cept the idea of building 
bridges to Communist coun¬ 
tries. In fact, they even go 
so far as to say that the 
United States should be 
dedicated to the defeat of 
Communism (imagine thatl. 
Some have even gone so far 
that they have refu.sed to 
hire Communists, Commu- 
mst fronters, and dupes in 
these defense plant.s. This, 
of course, has .not only been 
an im'position on the rights 
of the Commies and their 
friends, 'but also has unfor¬ 
tunately affected the quality 
control program. You can 
imagine the effect these few 
“radicals” have had wiith 
Long Bridge John.son’s build¬ 
ing program. 

Now that Earl Warren and 
his fellow travelers have 
elers have given the friends 
of the Communists the same 
rights as the Communists, 
and more rights than most 
patriotic Americans, manu¬ 
facturers of strategic ma¬ 
terials can now hire .security 
risks to insure that material 
being manufactured for 
shipment to Communist-con¬ 
trolled countries is in the 
best condition when it 
leaves the United States. 

It all makes sense. Now, 
when the Viet Cong gets ma¬ 
terial from Russia which has 
been produced from ma¬ 
chines made in the United 
States, there will be less 
chance it will be ineffective 
or inoperative. Of course, 
there are other sound rea¬ 
sons for allowing Reds to 
work in defense plants, such 
as making it easier to sabo¬ 
tage and steal the secrets 
from the Defense Depart¬ 
ment, therefore preventing 
the United States govern 
ment from having to finance 
the sale of the material at 
a later date. 

Maybe you think this is 
all crazy. Maybe you feel 
you ^ould do something 
about it. As for me, I am 
now carrying two petitions 
—one to stop all aid and 
trade to Communist-control¬ 
led countries, and the other 
calling for the impeachment 
of Earl Warren.

Then, the question would not seem 
absurd. 

So much depends upon how we’ve been taught. 
A mistaken interpretation of a particular word can 
distort our thinking. Take for instance, the word 
Christian. Some people think of a Christian as a 
fanatical do-gooder. Others see him as a hypocrite, 
praying loudly on Sundays while ignoring religious 
responsibility. Still others, know of the spiritual 
riches to be found in following the examples of 
Jesus.

A reading of the SEATO 
Treaty clearly indicates that 
SEATO is a subsidiary of 
the United Nations. The fol-, 
lowing appear in the SEU.-*^ 
TO Charter: 

“Reiterating their faith in 
the purposes and prindples 
of the United Nations . . ." 

“The partes undertake as 
set forth in the Charter of 
the United Nations . . .” 

“Measures taken under 
this paragraph shall be im¬ 
mediately reported to the 
Security iCtouncll of the Uni¬ 
ted Nations . . .” 

“This Treaty does not af¬ 
fect, and shall not be in¬ 
terpreted as affecting in 
any way ... or the respcm- 
sibillty of the United Na¬ 
tions for the maintenance <rf 
international peace and 
security.” 

So, the United Nations 
has, at least outwardly, 
been shirking its duties. 
What some of our Congress¬ 
men want, in reality, is a 
fait accompli. In any event, 
their efforts may be success¬ 
ful, and the United Nations 
may assume, amid protests 
from Russia and Communist 
China, full control (open) of 
the war in Vietnam. 

What might we expect? 
Look to Korea for the an¬ 
swer. First, the Undersecre¬ 
tary General for Political 
and Security Coundl Af¬ 
fairs, who co-ordinates all 
military, disarmament, and 
atomic energy matters for 
the Security Council, was, 
during the Korean War, and 
still is today a Communist 
from a Ctommunlst-control- 
led country. This was ar¬ 
ranged by the United Na¬ 
tions’ founders. Therefore, 
while Americans fight and 
die in Vietnam to stop Com¬ 
munist aggression, our bat¬ 
tle plans will be in the 
hands of Comm uniats? 
Sound stupid? It is, but that 
is not all. We are also sup¬ 
plying the military material 
to these same Communists. 

Let’s stop this mess. Let’s 
get the United States out of 
the United Nations and the 
United Nations out of the 
United States. Let’s stop 
helping Communists kill 
Americans.

Rapid Transit 
To Gear For 
Bus Robberies 

Procedures proposed for 
the long - range reduction 
and elimination of robberies 
on Southern California Rapid 
’Transit District buses vrtll 
be Investigated under a pro¬ 
gram authorized this week 
by R’TD directors. 

The District Board of Di¬ 
rectors appropriated $25,000 
to fund the activity of a 
join task force of RTD rep¬ 
resentatives and officials of 
the Brotherhood of Railroad 
Trainman in studying and 
experimenting with various 
methods suggested for cur¬ 
tailing bus holdups. 

Dale W. Barratt, R’TD gen¬ 
eral manager, said govern¬ 
ment officials, civic and 
business leaders, together 
with interested citizens, have 
offered a number rf pro¬ 
posals for dealing with pub¬ 
lic transit robberies. 

“Bost District management 
and the union are in agree¬ 
ment some of the sugges¬ 
tions merit further investl- 
gatioTT, Barratt added. 

“The appropriatian ap¬ 
proved by RTD directOKB 
will permit an analysis of 
these proposals while law 
enforcement protection and 
the installation of two-way 
radios and silent alarms on 
RTD buses continues.” 

Barratt said that ideas to 
be considered by the 
force include the universal 
use of tcrfcens, lock 
blinking red lights, Mrena, 
and plexiglass shields. 

In addition, the RTD and 
BRT task force will surssgr 
other transit propertfia* 
throughout the natlcm to 
determine the effecttvraiss 
of various protective megs* 
ures.

Activity Center 
For Mentally 
Retarded Planned 

Final plans for an activity 
center for the mentally re¬ 
tarded were discussed at the 
December director’s meeting 
of the Retarded Children’s 
Association of San Gabriel 
Valley. 

The association is a non¬ 
profit, p a r e ,n t cooperative 
now in its twelfth year of 
training and educating men¬ 
tally retarded children be¬ 
tween the ages of 2 and 16. 
To this end, four children’s 
training classes are main¬ 
tained in the cities of Co¬ 
vina, La Puente, Monrovia 
and San Gabriel. 

Now the association plans 
to provide training for the 
mentally retarded that are 
16 and older. The ,new ac¬ 
tivity center, to be located 
in El Monte, will be the first 
stage of this much-.needed 
program. The group receives 
no govermental aid and the 
association Thrift Store, also 
in Ei Monte, will be the sole 
source of funds for the cen¬ 
ter. 

A preview open house will 
be held on January 13 and 
details will be available 
soon.
